FR. O'MAHONEY TALKS 


Tells of His'Mission to the Philippinee— 
Religion, Not Politics, His 
Only Object. 

The Rev. Daniel & O’Mahoney, O. S. 
A, who, with Fr. McErlaine of Law- 
rence, is to go to the Philippines, re- 
turned to /Andover from Villanova col- 
lege on Wednesday evening. At Villa- 
nova, be has been in cOnsultation with 
Prior General Rodriquez and Rev. Fr. 
Garrity in regard to the work to be done 
in the new field. 

In about three weeks the two priests 
will start on their journey. They will 
sail for London and will spend a short 
time in Ireland. It has been 51 years 
since Fr. ©’Mahoney has been in Ire- 
land and Fr. McErlaine has. been absent 
for 17 years. At Rome a stop will be 
made to receive further instructions 
from the Pope. : ; 

In an interview Fr. O'Mahoney said: 

“Iam simply going to the Philippines 
by order of my superior, but I go will- 
ingly, hoping to be able to accomplish 
something for the people and for the 
church. I.shall try to carry on the 
work cone by the Spanish priests to the 
best of my ability. I believe the relig- 
fous question in the Philippines will 
daturally -settle itself. The-good sense 
of the American government and the 
co-operation of the priests will prevent 
disagreements and 1 can see no danger 


of conflicts, @t is’ impossible for me 
to say now, however, what the situa- 
tion there is likely to -be. I cannot 


tell until I get there, but I have every 
treason to believe that there will be hare 
mony and good feeling which will proe 
duce excellent results. 

“I fully appreciate the 
appointment and shall 
resolute intention of 
power to supply the religious needs of 
the people. -f realize too, that I am to 
leave my country and friends, and it is 
with much regret, naturally, but duty 
calls and I must answer the summons, 
It must be remembered that Fr. McEr- 
laine and I afe to do only what the 
Spanish friars have been doing for 
years, and that they have had much 
more to contend with, especially in 
days of long ago when to leave Spain 
for the East meant to practically cut 
one’s self off from all home ties. The 
distance is nothing now, compated, with 
what it was then, and while we will be 
far from home, we ean-_still be in close 
touch with ovr éeuntry. We-.are sim- 
ply to follow out the course .already 
laid out by the Spanish friars: We are 
to have nothing to do with politics, our 
aim being to supply so far as we can

Garrity, just as if we were 
in America. The Spanish priests will 
probably not go out from Spain in such 
numbers as heretofore, but the Span- 
ish priests in-the Philippines will _ re- 
main we “hope. Tt _would--be-—a-—sed 
thing if they should leave now, because 
they are needed there. They can as- 
sist us greatly and we hope to be able 


to assist them. 
“Iam sorry to leave Andover, where 
I have enjoyed my work so much, and I 


regret leaving the town.” 


It has been announced that Rey. Fr. 
C. M. Driscoll, O. S. A., of Lawrence, 
will sueceed Rev. Fr. D. J. O’Mahoney as 
pastor of St. Augustine’s church when 
the latter ledves for his new field of 
labor inthe Philippines. 

In Lawrence, Fr. Driscoll’ has been 
rector of the Immaculate Conception 
church, and in -the event of his transfer 
to Andover, it is probable that his 
successor will be one of the priests al- 
ready located’ in this city, but as re- 
gards this nothing definite can be stat- 
ed at the present time, During his Ja- 
bors in this city, Fr. Driscoll has drawn 
about him a large circle of friends who 
would deeply regret his departure, but 
should he receive orders to go, he has 
no choice in the matter. 

Besides ‘being rector of the Immac- 
ulate Conception church Fr. Driscoll 
has ‘had charge of the Holy Name 
society which, is composed of men, and 
of the Holy Family sodality which 1s 
composed of married women. He has 
always taken a great interest in the 
altar boys and it was he who intro- 
duced the sanctuary choir into the Im- 
maculate Conception church. 

The vacancy which will be-caused by 
the departure of the Rev. Fr. John Mc- 
Erlaine, O. S.:A., who goes to the Phil- 
ippine Islands with Fr. O'Mahoney, will 
be filled, it is said, by an Italian priest, 
O. S. A.,: who will come to Lawrence 
airect from Italy. The need of an 
Italian priest has long been felt in the 
St. Laurence parish, owing to the great 
growth of the Italian population in that 
section of the city. Whether any other 
priest will be added to that parish can- 
not be said at present. 

Next Sunday will probgbly be the 
last one Fr. O'Mahoney Avill spend. in 
Andover as according to} present plans 
he and Fr. McErlaine ‘will start on 
their journéy Oct. 3. They will sail for 
London and will go thence to Rome, 
where they will have an audience with 
the Pope and receive papers and final 
instruction &as to their work in the Phil- 
ippines. Leaving Rome they will go to 
Manila, sailing through the Suez canal, 
prebably arriving at their destination 
about Christmas. a. 

Fr. Driseoll, the suecessor of Fr, 
O'Mahoney, as pastor of St. Augustine’s 
ehurch, is much liked and will receive a 
warm welcome in town. 

It is probable that farewell re 
will be tendered Fr. O’ Mahoney 
Augustine's parish.

The’ Coal -Situation. 


The coal situation in Andover is caus- 
ing as much uneasiness as in Other towns 
and cities. ‘Most people are wondering 
where their winter supply is coming 
from and contemplate the prospect of a 
winter ina small portion of their house 
with the remainder closed up....With the 
price of coal so very high and wood cost- 
ing almost as much, the question of heat 
is very vital. 

Andover is, perhaps, alittle better off 
than other placés. Frank E. Gleason, 


the only_local dealer, has been treating | 


his customers -very fairly, and has:as yet 
not refused to supply anyone with coal, 
altho*he uses his judgment in regard to 
the quantity.to be delivered. This de- 
pends somewhat upon the house to, be 
heated; not at all ‘upon the customer, 
While his supply of all sorts of coal is 
short and the prospect of getting more 
seems very doubtful at present, yet. he 
has done all in his power to supply the 
requiréments of his_regular customers 
and absolutely refuses to send coal to 
fawrence at any price. Many requests 
have come from Lawrence, both from 
the.dealers and from individuals but he 


has-told-them-he intended-to-supply-An--|- 


dover if possible and to do so he would 
have none to spare for Lawrence except 
for such regular customers as he might 
have over there. & 

Coal-in Boston-is now selling for $15 a 
ton or even as high as $20. 

At present Mr. Gleason is getting $12 
a ton for all kinds of coal and $8.50 per 
ton for coke; while wood brings about $8 
or $9 a cord, according to the way it is 
prepared. 

The mills and big buildings in town 
are prepared for the winter. The ehur- 
ches and schools have enough coal to 
start up their furnaces. 

There is every prospect of a cold, hard 
winter, and the situation is very grave. 
Wood and soft coal will be used to.con- 
siderable extent and some people’ will 
give.gas,a good trial. One local man has 
sent West for, an arrangement by which 
he can burn oil in his furnace. This is 
said to be a satisfactory arrangement 
which would cost perhaps fifteen to 
twenty cents a day to run and from 
which there is no smell and no danger. 
Its practicability will be waited for with 
much interest by many.

Anniversary Thursday.

TO RESTORE WRINKLED: MUSLIN. 


If a dainty muslin or jorgandie is 
wrinkled, but not soiled enough to be 
Washed, the fabric may be restored 
to-itS original freshness. by sprinkling 
with gum arabic water and carefully 
ironing on the wrong side. Gum ara- 
bic water in also'used to take the place 
of starch in ‘washing dark ginghams 
and muslins. 

Very delicate colored muslins and 
ginghams should be washed in bran 
water without any soap whatever. Put 
the bran in a muslin bag, one quart. to 
a gallon of water, and put over the fire. 
Let it come to a boil, hanging the bag 
| from a-stick laid across the top of the 
pot, that it may not scorch upon the 
‘pottom. It must be completely im- 
mersed in the water. When it has boil- 
ed five minutes take it off and leave the 
bag in the pot: until the water is luke- 
warm. Squeeze the bag hard and lay 
it aside. Add sufficient cold water 
to the bran tea to wash one dress, and 
wash the garment quickly, rinsing af- 
terward in clear, cold water, 

The finest white muslin can be wash- 
ed in this way, but must be cleaned by 
dipping up and down and pressing be- 
tween the hands, but never rubbing. 
Add a little gum arabic, which has been 
previously dissolved, to the starch for 
thin’ muslins, and they will retain their 
stiffness longer, as dampness does, not 
affect it as soon as starch, and it gives 
a newer finish, says the Cleveland 
Leader. Very delicate shades in ging- 
ham or lawn should be soaked in salt 
and water in which a small lump of 
alum has been dissolved. Lilac and vi- 
olet may be set with alum alone, using 
a lump the size of a pigeon’s egg to a 
pail of cold water.

MANY BURN. WOOD. 

Coal takes another jump. This time 
it is soft coal that.gees up $1 a‘ton in 
this city. The price now is.$7.50 which 
is an advance from $6.50 for, which it 
Sold yesterday. This increase is an- 
nounced by M. O'Mahoney, G. L. Gage, 
John Cross\asid O. E. Runnells. There 
is very little hard coal to be had, and 
this is selling for $12 a ton. Wood is 


selling. for the same price at which it | 
has been sold during’ the past few days, | 


no jump having been taken since the 
middle of last week. 

The situation is very grave ahd there 
is every indication of a hard winter. 
Wood will be used to a considerabie 
extent, and soft coal will be burned 
extensively although its cost will be 
high. . 

In-an interview with a Telegram re- 
porter last evening, H. B. Musk of the 
Geo. L. Gage coal and wood firm, said: 
“In Boston today, I found the situation 
with reférence to soft,cdal, in a very 
bad state: They are mmanding high 
priceseand there is very little soft coal 
to be had. I was able to secure a small 
amount of what is termed No. 3 Buck- 
wheat coal which-is a very small varie- 
ty of anthracite... It now seems to be 
a settled fact that for the early winter, 
at least, soft coal will be used to a large 


extent for heating buildings; and this | 


buckwheat coal, mixed with soft coal, 
will give, to the latter -a little more 
body.” 


General Manager Dewhirst of the Ar- | 


lington Co-operative association stated 
this morning. ‘that the coal—situation 
Was very critical, and was becoming 
worse every day. What coal they have 
got, and what they receive is being 
used for-filling back orders. There is 
no coal to be bought it being $15 to $20 
a ton in. Boston. There is a great de- 
mand for wood now, so great in fact 
that it is necessary’ to have men work- 
ing all day Sunday and nights in order 


to fill the orders. In spite of this 
great demand the Association has nét | 
raised on the price of the wood. Some |
